SPEECH 

OF  THOMAS  P.  MOORE,  (or  mercer.) 

On  the  bill  to  repeal  the  charters  of  the 
Independent  banks  in  this  common- 
wealth. 

Mr.  Speaker — I flatter  myself  that  I 
have  not  hitherto  been  regarded  as  trou- 
blesome or  obtrusive  in  this  house  ; but 
I shall  be  pardoned  for  trespassing  on 
their  patience  on  this  occasion.  Differ- 
ing on  this  important  subject  from  my 
much  respected  collcage,  and  residing 
in  a town  in  which  there  is  an  indepand- 
ent  bank  that  has  fully  realized  the  ex- 
pectations of  society,  and  to  which  I am 
under  pessonal  obligations,  I feel  it  my 
duty  to  avow  the  reasons  which  constrain 
me  to  vote  for  the  bill  repealing  their 
charters. 

The  first  view  which  I shall  take  of 
t.iat  bill  is  in  relation  to  its  constitution- 
ality. It  is  contended  by  many,  that  the 
chatters  of  the  Independant  banks  ar« 
contracts  between  the  state  and  the  sev- 
eral  persons  composing  those  corpora- 
tions, and  that  a repeal  of  their  charters 
would  be  a violation  of  such  contract, 
and  would  impair  its  obligation,  contra- 
ry to  the  constitution  of  our  country. — 
There  are,  Mr.  Speaker,  two  kinds  of 
corporations  ; one  is  the  grant  of  power 
to  do  certain  things,  for  which  compen- 
sation is  allowed  by  the  charter;  the 
other  is  a grant  of  certain  privileges  to 
he  used  for  the  public  good.  The  for- 
mer  is  a contract  the  latter  is  not.— 
Of  the  former  kind,  are  corporations  in- 
stituted for  the  building  of  bridges,  the 
making  of  U rnpikes,  and  digging  of  ca- 
nals.  In  those  casts  the  contract  con 
sists  in  this:— The  corporation  agrees  to 
expend  their  money  in  building  a ! ridge, 
making  a turnpike,  or  digging,  a canal, 
and  arc  allowed  by  tin  state  certain  tolls 
as  a compensation.  , The  corporation  a- 
grecs  to  build  their  bridge,  and  the  state 
i frees  that  in  consideration  thereof, 
cy  shall  he  permitted  to  levy  certain 
11s.  After  they  have  spent  their  mo- 
ey  and  converted  it  into  a bridge,  it  is 
ot  within  the  constitutional  power  of 
the  legislature  to  siy  they  shall  not  re- 
ceive the  tolls  which  were  the  moving 
consideration  for  the  expenditure  of 
their  money.  A repeal  of  their  charter 
in  this  instance  would  impair  the  con- 
tract and  destroy  tliepropeity  ofindi 
viduats  who  had  in  good  faith  complied 
with  their  agreement  with  the  state.  In 
those  cases  and  in  all  others  in  which  a 
charter  ol  incorporation  has  the  nature 
of  a contract,  the  power  to  receive  iolis 
or  other  benefits,  in  consideration  cf 
services  performed,  is  not  a natural 
t ight,  but  a mere  creature  of  the  law, 
or  the  result  ofthe  contract  between  the 
state  and  individuals.  Any  man  may 
build  a bridge,  make  a turnpike,  dig  a 
canal,  on  his  own  land  or  over  his  own 
waters  ; but  he  cannot  exact  tolls  unless 
permitted  by  law.  The  expense  of  those 
undertakings  is  so  great  that  individuals 
will  hot  incur  it  without  compensation, 
To  encourage  such  enterprises,  the 
state  may  contract  with  individuals,  that 
if  they  will  incur  the  necessary  expense 
in  making  those  improvements,  they 
shall  receive  compensation  in  tolls. — 
It  is  a fair  contract,  and  the  state  cannot 
rightfully  dissolve  it.  Nor  does  it  make 
any  difference  whethtY  the  right  he  giv- 
en to  a corporation  by  a charter,  (so 
called)  or  to  an  individual  by  law,  A 
charter  adds  nothing  to  the  sacrcdness 
of  the  contract,  but  it  is  just  as  inviola- 
ble in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other.  The 
repeal  ol  the  charter  er  the  law  would 
equally  violate  the  contract  and  destroy 
the  property  of  one  of  the  parlies. 

But  banking,  Mr.  Speaker,  rests  on 
grounds  essentially  different.  It  is  a 
natural  right,  originally  possessed  by 
every  member  of  the  community  before 
it  v as  taken  away  by  law:  It  was  found 

by  the  experience  of  the  state,  that  its 
general  exercise  was  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  the  community;  and  the 
right  was  taken  away  by  law.  You  ne- 
ver heard  of  a law  to  prevent  men  from 
building  toll  bridges ; but  our  -statute 
book  exhibits  several  for  the  suppres 
sion  of  banking.  Banking,  therefore,  ie 
a natural  right,  originally  possessed  by 
every  citizen, which  the  legislature,  for 
the  common  good,  have  taken  away. — 
What,  then,  is  the  effect  of  a bank  char- 
ter or  a law  to  authorise  banking?  't' 
merei)'  restores  to  a corporation  or  an 
ndividual,  a right  which  they  originally 
possessed,  in  common  with  the  whole 
communi-v.  It  restores  to  them  tlr- 
l ight  of  using  their  money  ill  a particu- 
lar business,  which  had  before  been  pro- 
hibited them  by  iaw.  With  respect  u 
'hem,  it  is  a repeal  of  the  laws  against 
banking  because  the  legislature  believes 


that  the  right  may  be  excercised  by  them 
with  benefit  to  the  community.  With 
rtgard  to  the  exercise  of  the  right,  they 
are  placed  on  precisely  the  same  foot- 
ing as  if  the  laws  prohibiting  banking 
had  never  passed  : for  the  nature  of  the 
right  is  in  no  way  changed  by  the  immu- 
nities conferred  on  its  exercise  by  law. 
These  corporations  are  not  required 
to  perform  any  act  or  make  any  public 
improvement,  to  entitle  them  to  issue 
notes  and  receive  interest  on  their  mon- 
ey. They  make  no  bridges,  roads,  or 
canals,  in  which  their  property  would 
become  invested  and  in  which  it  would 
be  sunk,  were  the  legislature  to  deprive 
them  of  banking  powers.  The  only 
benefit  expected  from  them  is  merely  a 
co-lateral  one,  which  may  be  produced 
from  them,  or  may  not.  If  the  state  ex- 
pects any  thing,  it  is  that  they  will  afford 
more  capital  for  trade,  and  a circula- 
ting medium  to  the  country.  But  nei- 
ther these,  nor  any  other  public  servi- 
ces are  required  of  them  as  a condition 
on  which  they  shall  exercise  banking 
powers.  To  confer  the  power  of  bank* 
ing  is,  therefore,  the  naked  restoration 
of  a natural  right.  Shall  it  be  said  that 
this  right  when  restored  to  a few,  is  more 
sacred  than  when  it  originally  belonged 
to  the  whole  community?  Shall  it  be 
said,  that  the  legislature  could  take  this 
right  from  the  whole  people  when  the 
public  good  required  it,  and  that  they 
cannot  now  take  it  from  a privileged 
few  ? Is  it  more  sacred  when  restored 
by  this  legislature  than  when  it  was  ori- 
ginally granted  by  the  God  of  nature  ? 
Should  we  now  make  a law  allowing  ev- 
ery company  and  individual  in  this  com- 
monwealth the  right  of  hanking,  would 
we  not  have  the  povv  er  to  repeal  such  a 
law  at  any  time  when  we  might  think 
proper?  Could  we  not  do  it  upon  the 
same  ground  that  we  originally  took 
tnis  i igh'  from  the  whole  people  when 
the  public  good  required  it  ? 

If  we  could  take  this  right  thus  restor- 
ed, from  the  whole  community,  surely 
it  will  not  be  contended,  that  we  cannot 
tak  it  from  a few  individuals.  In  this 
view,  the  argument  that  the  limitation 
of  the  exercise  of  the  right  for  GO  years 
is  proof  of  a contract,  is  placed  in  its  pro- 
per light.  If  the  legislature  can  con- 
tract with  a corporation  cr  individual, 
that  they  shall  exercise  the  powers  of 
banking  for  twenty  years,  they  can  make 
such  contract  with  every  individual ;- — 
and  it  they  can  make  a contract  for 
twenty  years,  they  can  make  it  forever. 
A legislative  grant  of  the  power  of 
banking  might,  therefore,  be  made  to 
every  indi  id  vial  in  the  community  wit;  ., 
out  limitation ; which,  on  the  doctrine 
contended  for  by  gentlemen  could  ne- 
ver be  revoked  ; although  it  vvould  evi- 
dently be  nothing  more  than  restoring 
them  to  a natural  right,  of  which  they 
had  been  deprived  by  law.  Thus  the 
legislature,  by  taking  away  the  right  Sc 
restoring  it  again,  would  lose  their  right 
ol  restricting  banking  foretTr.  But 
s c *i  absurdities  cannot  be  consistent 
vyith  our  constitution — such  a construc- 
tion of  that  instrument  never  will  be  to- 
. crated  by  ah  intelligent  people.  The 
effect  of  a bank  charter,  as  it  is  called, 
t-  nothing  more  than  a repeal  of  the 
laws  against  banking,  so  far  as  it  res- 
pects the  individuals  concerned,  limited 
to  twenty  years.  During  that  twenty 
years,  their  right  to  bank  rests  on  pre 
cisely  the  same  ground  as  if  no  law  had 
ever  been  passed  on  the  subject,  unless 
the  legislature  should  again  interfere, 
modify,  or  take  aw  av  the  restored  right. 

But,  Mr.  Speaker,  it  is  often  contend- 
ed, that  the  tax  paid  to  the  government 
is  the  consideration  of  the  contract,  and 
binds  the  government  not  to  take  away 
the  right  to  bank  for  twenty  years.  This 
argument  cannot  he  sound ; for  it  would 
take  from  the  legislature  the  power  of 
legislating  on  any  subject  which  pays  a 
tax  for  the  support  of  government 
Banking  is  a business  which,  in  common 
with  every  other  business  in  the  commu- 
nity, is  subject  to  taxation  for  the  sup- 
port of  government.  Will  it  be  contend 
cd,  that  before  any  law  was  passed  to  re- 
strain private  banking,  the  legislature 
had  not  the  power  to  tax  banks  institu 
ted  either  by  individuals  or  a company  .? 
It  will  not  he  so  contended.  Did  this 
power  or  its  exercise,  deprive  the  legis- 
lature of  the  power  of  taking  from  those 
individuals  or  companies  the  right  of 
hanking  ? Surely  not.  Then  why  have 
they  not  the  right  to  tax  banks  under  this 
i estored  right,  without  detriment  to  their 
right  of  again  taking  it  away  ? A tax  is 
an  equivalent  paid  for  present  protection ; 
not  for  protection  fifteen  years  licnfce. 
Every  tax  has  relation  to  the  period  for 
which  it  was  laid,  and  for  no  longer  or 
s.ibsequent  period.  In  this  country  tax- 
es are  laid  and  collected  annually.  The 
Independent  banks  pay  a tax  tins  year 
for  1820  and  not  lor  1830  ; and  as  soon 
the  fiscal  year  expires,  they  have  receiv- 
ed the  protection  for  which  they  have 
paid.  When  we  no  longer  protect  them, 
we  shall  no  longer  tax  them,  and  should 
we  repeal  their  charters  this  year,  wt 
hall  hardly  he  so  absurd  as  to  tax  them 
or  18  rears  to  come.  We  do  not  in 
ms  country  destroy  men  or  hanks,  and 
nake  them  pay  for  it  besides.  From 
i cse  principles  it  conclusively  follows, 
that  taxation  is  an  equivalent  for  protec- 


tion, and  that  the  tax  levied  on  them  an- 
nually is  no  more  a reason  why  the  gov- 
ernment should  permit  them  to  exist 
for  twenty  years,  than  the  tax  levied  on 
billiard  tables  is  a reason  why  they 
should  exist  forever  ; and  on  account  of 
the  tax  merely,  it  is  no  more  unconsti- 
tutional to  repeal  a bank  charter  than  to 
suppress  billiard  tables. 

But  it  will  doubtless  be  contended, 
that  the  right  of  banking  possessed  by 
these  corporations,  is  not  the  same  as 
that  originally  possessed  by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  community,  in  as  much  as  the 
individuals  composing  these  corpora- 
tions are  not  responsible  for  the  debts 
thereof.  It  may  be  contended  that  b> 
the  granting  of  those  charters,  the  legis- 
lature transcended  their  powers  by  the 
grant  of  exclusive  privileges  ; but  the 
immunity  from  responsibility  possessed 
by  these  con’ panics  of  bankers,  arising 
out  of  their  business,  to  which  other  citi 
zens  are  subject,  is  most  clearjy  uncon- 
stitutional. When  the  whole  commu- 
nity possessed  the  right  o!  banking,  eve- 
erv  individual  or  company  who  choose 
to  establish  a bank  was  responsible  to 
the  whole  amount  of  his  property.  If  the 
legislature  had  grsnted  to  a few  men  en- 
tire immunity  from  responsibility,  while 
all  the  rest  of  the  community  were  sub- 
ject to  it,  would  it  not  have  been  mani- 
festly an  exclusive  privilege?  The  fact 
issaglaringt  at  no  man  can  deny  it. 
But  what  is  the  fact  now  ? Sup-ruddc'' 
to  this  exclusive  privilege  of  immunity 
from  responsibility,  a few  men  now  pos- 
sess the  exclusive  privilege  of  banking. 
If  the  fact  was  glaring  in  the  first  in- 
stance, how  much  more  so  is  it  in  this  ? 
Could  the  legislature  originally  take  a- 
way  the  power  of  banking  from  a part 
of  the  people  and  leave  it  to  the  rest  ? 
Could  they  have  passed  a law  forbidding 
the  people  of  one  part  of  the  state  to 
carry  on  banking  and  permitting  it  to  a- 
nother  ? Could  they  say,  that  the  right 
of  hanking  should  be  left  to  those  of  the 
north  and  prohibited  to  those  of  the 
s nth?  No;  such  a law  would  have 
been  too  glaringly  unjust,  exclusive  and 
unconstitutional.  Yet  they  have  done 
the  same  thing  in  a more  sircuit  s 
manner.  They  have  first  taken  the 
right  from  all  and  then  restored  it  to  a 
few.  F r t ese  reasons,  Mr.  Speaker, 

I am  decidcdedly  of  opinion,  that  th< 
Independent  banks  ought  not  to  be  con- 
sidered in  i lie.  light  of  contracts,  and 
that  this  legislature  has  an  entire  right 
to  repeal  them  and  they  ought  to  repeal 
them;  because  they  confer  exclusive 
privileges  and  are  in  themselves  uncon- 
stitutional. 

The  only  argument  which  can  he  ad- 
duced in  their  support  is,  that  they  are 
useful  to  the  community.  How  far  this 
is  true  1 will  now  proceed  to  examine. 
They  do  not  increase  the  wealth  of  the 
country.  The  wealth  of  a country  is  in- 
creased only  by  its  surplus  productions 
The  amount  of  those  depends 'on  the 
hands  employed.  The  banks,  draw  l ands 
from  agriculture  and  the  accompanying 
arts,  in  the  officers  required  for  their 
management,  and  in  tempting  men  from 
the  old  fashioned  beaten  track  of  honest 
industry,  to  the  delusive  field  of  specu- 
lation ; and  in  the  promotion  of  a gener- 
al spirit  of  idleness.  Nor  have  they  ad- 
ded any  thing  to  the  means  of  cxpoiting 
the  surplus  products  of  the  soil.  The 
real  capital  ol  a country  increases  in  pro- 
portion to  its  surplus  products.  Ficti- 
tious capital  is  never  absolutely  necessa- 
ry, though  some  times  convenient.  All 
us  ful  conveniences  of  this  sort  furnish- 
ed by  the  hank  of  Kentucky,  and  the  U- 
nited  States’  branch  banks.  The  Inde- 
pendent banks  have  added  nothing  to 
those  conveniences.  So  far  as  they  have 
done  ny  thing,  they  have  drawn  busi- 
ness from  the  pre-existing  banks.  Most 
of  their  dealing  in  that  way  has  been  in 
race  horse  hills,  drawn  by  speculators, 
who  had  purchased  up  the  real  property 
ofthe  country  for  which  they  were  ima- 
able  to  pay  and  were  thus  endeavoring 
to  put  off  the  evil  day  as  as  long  as  prac- 
ticable.— This  stock  is  mostly  held  by 
speculators  who  borrowed  its  amount 
or  more  and  bought  up  the  farms  under 
the  delusive  expectation  that  they  would 
rise  in  value.  The  industrious  produc- 
tive hands  were  thus  sent  off  to  new 
countries  and  many  of  their  farms  are 
now  uncultivated  and  desolate.  It  is  an 
injury  to  a country  situated  as  ours  is, 
trial  lands  should  rise  in  price.  The 
enterprising  and  industrious  will  sell  out 
and  go  where  lands  are  cheaper.  In 
losing  its  product!' e hands,  th  • country 
los:  s ; s wealth.  Men  c,  speculations  in 
lands  are  always  injurious  The  only 
kind  ofspecuiation  which  should  he  en- 
couraged in  our  country  is  in  the  pfo- 
duce  ofthe  soil,  where  the  farmer  g.ts 
well  paid  for  his  labor  and  the  merchant 
makes  a reasonable  profit  for  the  risk  of 
exportation. 

But  had  the  Independent  banks  suc- 
ceeded according  to  their  wishes,  they 
would  have  been  injurious.  Real  pro- 
perty would  have  risen  in  price;  some 
lien  would  have  made  princely  fortunes 
and  actunulatcd  wide  domains.  The  in- 
dustrious farmer  would  have  gone  to  a- 
notiier  country  and  we  should  have  had 
nothing  around  us,  but  wealthy  nabobs, 
and  abjert  poverty.  It  is  not  so  much 
t e interest  o.  a country  that  a few  ah.ould 


be  industrious-  It  is  a blessing  to  our 
country  that  the  independent  banks  did 
not  succeed. 

Nor  have  they  added  any  thing  to  the 
circulating  medium  of  the  country.  The 
notes  circulated  by  all  those  I have  ex- 
amined which  have  reported  to  this 
house  amount  to  one  hundred  and  eight 
thousand  twenty  two  dollars.  Their  a 
mount  of  specie  on  hand  is  one  hundred 
and  thirty  one  thousand  five  hundred 
and  eighteen  dollars.  Who  does  not  be- 
lieve that  this  amount  of  specie  if  taken 
out  of  their  vaults  and  thrown  into  circu- 
lation, would  he  more  useful  to  the  com- 
munity than  their  notes.  But  even  that 
amount  ol  notes  is  not  in  actual  circula- 
tion ? a large  proportion  of  them  is  shut 
up  in  the  vaults  of  other  banks.  The  a 
nount  of  notes  of  other  banks  reported 
by  them  to  be  on  hand  is  869,648.  If 
other  hanks  have  as  large  an  amount  of 
their  notes  on  hand  as  they  have  of  other 
hanks,  their  notes  in  circulation  amount 
only  to  thirty  nine  thousand  one  hundred 
dollars.  In  addit  on  to  this,  they  have 
driven  in  the  paper  ofthe  bank  of  Ken- 
tucky, a currency  in  which  the  people 
r.  pose  confi  ‘ence,  and  regarded  as  much 
better  than  their  own,  to  an  enormous  a- 
mount,  and  left  little  else  but  their  trash 
in  lieu  of  it.  They  have  destroyed  pub- 
lic confidence  in  all  banks  and  deranged 
the  whole  business  of  the  country.  In- 
stead of  relieving  the  people  from  debt 
they  have  involved  them  still  further. 
The  amount  of  debts  due  to  those  I have 
examin-d  is  one  million  twenty-eight 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
amount  ot  their  paper  in  circulation  is 
as  we  have  seen,  one  hundred  and  eight 
thousand  twenty-two  dollars.  There  is 
but  one  way  to  get  rid  of  this  mighty 
d<  b’.  Most  of  it  is  due  to  stockholders  ; 
dissolve  the  institutions,  and  let  the  debts 
pay  for  the  stock.  The  stock  paid  in  is 
one  million  sixty-four  thousand  dollars, 
by  wt,ich  it  appears  that  toe  debt  due 
the  bank  are  sufficient  to  pay  it  out  a- 
gain. 

After  having  as  I trust,  Mr.  Speaker, 
shown  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
repeal  the  law  giving  existence  to  the  in 
dependent  banks,  and  their  entire  iiuffi- 
ciency  and  worthlessness  in  furnishishin  _ 
a circulating  medium,  I will  endeavor 
tui  ther  to  demonstrate  the  propilcty  and 
■ nd  absolute  necessity  of  their  repeal. 
I bis  can  surely  never  be  a question  wit 
a -y  man  who  has  observed  the  bister* 
of  this  county  for  the  last  three  years 
nd  its  present  deplorable  and  distress, 
situation.  When  tnis  curse  was  sen 
,'orth  on  the  land,  no  doubt  for  some  wis 
dispensation  of  providence,  what  wa 
the  prospect  presented  to  your  delight 
ed  eye  ? Industry  flourished,  plenty  dis 
played  her  horn,  every  countenance  was 
lighted  up  with  joy,  every  heart  swelled 
with  honest  pride  and  manly  indepent! 
ence,  society  ex*  iriited  the  ruddy  glow 
of  vigor  and  healtlifulness,  the  purple 
light  of  virtue  and  youth  But  how  soon 

w.  s this  bright  scene  to  he  changed,  sud- 
den as  if  by  the  magic  wand  ot  some  po 
tent  sorcerer.  The  independent  banks 
are  called  into  existence  in  a paroxism 
of  legis  ative — I had  almost  said  insanity, 
and  likt  the  fatal  bias:  of  the  desert,  be 
neath  " hose  widely  wasting  breath,  tin 
very  cypress  droops  to  death,  they  were 
the  harbinger  of  fate  and  gloom.  Every 
virtue  sickens,  disappears  at  their  ap- 
proach, industry  is  commuted  for  idle, 
and  visionary  sciicm  s ofspecuiation; 
wasteful  and  luxurious  profusion  usurp- 
ed the  place  of  economy,  the  honest  far- 
mer is  transformed  into  a money  chang- 
er, or  a dealer  in  the  rich  merchandize 
of  the  east ; the  noise  of  the  wheel  and 
the  loom  are  no  longer  hoard ; but  in 
their  stead  the  music  ofthe  violin  and 
the  piano,  lapt  the  senses  of  the  would  be 
nabobs , into  a drowsy  forgetfulness  ; the 
meretricious  splendor  of  aristocratic 
vinity,  banished  the  plain,  simple,  and 
unsopl.isti  ated  manners  and  habits  of 
republicanism  ; the  high  reared  crest  of 
independence  cowered  into  sycophantic, 
and  cringing  servility  ; and  what  now, 
sir,  is  the  appalling  appearance  of  the 
country  ? The  demon  of  desolation  riots 
upon  the  scene,  and  stalks  abroad  in  all 
the  terrible  majesty  ol  his  power.  Cold, 
heartchilling  poverty,  wall  her  train  of 
misery  and  vice  no  longer  confines  hcr- 
si-lt  to  the  hovel  of  habitual  infamy,  and 
squalid  idleness,  but  alike  knocks  and 
[enters  as  does  the  greai  king  of  terrors, 
into  the  palace,  and  the  cottage.  A great 
terror  seems  to  have  come  upon  the  peo- 
ple, and  a melancholy  sensation  of  des- 
pair seems  to  have  settled  on  every  brow. 
The  Country  is  but  the  shadow  of  what 
it  was  ; preyed  upon;  and  blood-sucked 
by  those  vampyre  institutions,  it  reminds 
you  of  one  in  tie  advanced  stage  of  some 
Consuming  and  wasting  disease.  And 
shall  we  Mr.  Speaker  apply  no  remedy  ? 
Shall  we  not  make  one  exertion  to  save 
a suffering  people,  suffering  and  writh- 
ing under  a di°-c. :Sc  which  the  legislature 
hav«  themselves  created  ? But  gentle- 
men shrink  back  with  horror,  when  we 
talk  of  administering  relief  to  the  eoun 
try,  the  best  kind,  of  relief,  a removal 
of  the  principal  cause  of  distn  ss — a.  d 
invocate  the  genius  of  the  constitution. 
Not  a whisper  is  breathed  when  tnis 
brood  of  vipers  is  to  be  ge  crated,  not  a 
onstituti mat  scruple  is  s tgg  .sfed  ns  to 
our  rij|l;t  and  power  to  stretch  the  coun- 


try upon  a bed  of  burning  coals  ; but  if 
this  consuming  fire  is  to  be  quenched, 
or  if  one  of  this  blood-sucking  brood  is 
to  he  strangled,  and  the  people  relieved 
from  a portion  of  a system  that  has 
brought  them  to  the  verge  of  ruin  ; you 
arc  astounded  with  appeals  to  the  sa- 
credness of  public  faith  and  constitution- 
al lnvolability. — Is  it  possible  that  any 
man  can  put  such  a construction  upon 
that  sacred  charter  of  our  liberties,  that 
unlimited  ability  should  be  given  to  per- 
petrate deeds  of  destruction  and  evil, 
but  the  door  forever  closed  upon  the 
celestial  power  of  redeeming  trie  people 
front  that  state  of  jeopirdy  and  deadly 
ill  to  which  we  had  consigned  them  ? I 
never  can,  I never  will,  Mr.  Speaker,  a i 
dopt  such  a construction  ; and  for  one  I 
will  stretch  forth  the  arm  of  power  to 
save  the  people  and  annihilate  the  prin- 
< ipal  cause  of  their  distressess.  I will 
vote  to  repeal  the  independent  banks. 

One  more  suggestion  and  I am  done. 
It  has  been  asserted  in  and  out  of  this 
house,  that  the  advocates  for  a repeal  of 
the  independent  banks,  are  the  partizans 
of  the  bank  of  Kentucky.  Not  so.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I am  prepared  at  this  time  to 
iop  off  the  most  exceptionable  limb  of 
the  banking  system,  and  gradually,  but 
certainly  to  destroy  the  whole  fabric. 
That  we  cannot  produce  an  entire  reme- 
dy for  the  disease,  constitutes  no  reason 
why  we  should  not  mitigate  its  severity. 
Young  as  I am,  Mr.  Speaker,  the  opin- 
ions 1 have  advanced  are  the  result  of 
experience.  I have  participated  in  the 
mania  for  banking ; have  tasted  the 
oitter  fruit  and  feel  therefrom  tne  more 
confidence  in  the  rectitude  of  my  own

IN  SENATE. — January  31. 

Mr.  Sanford  presented  to  the  Senate 
certain  resolutions  of  the  legislature 
of  New-York,  declaring  the  right  of 
Congress  to  require  of  new  states,  no- 
comprised  within  the  original  bounda- 
ries of  the  United  States,  the  prohibit 
tion  of  slavery  as  a condition  of  their  ad- 
mission into  the  Union  ; and  instruct- 
ing the  Senators  from  New-York  to 
oppose  the  admission  of  any  such  state 
without  such  a condition : which  reso- 
lutions were  read. 

Mr.  Waller,  of  Georgia,  laid  on  the 
table  a resolution  directing  the  judicia- 
ry committee  t®  enquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  increasing  the  salary  of  the 
district  Judge  for  the  district  of  Geor- 
gia. 

Mr.  Johnson,  ofLouisiana,  submitted 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  requested  to  lay  before 
the  Senate  such  information  as  he  may 
possess  relative  to  the  execution  of  so 
much  of  the  first  article  of  the  late  trea- 
ty of  peace  and  amity  between  his  Bri- 
tannic Majesty  and  the  United  States  as 
relates  to  the  restitution  of  slaves,  and 
which  has  not  heretofore  been  commu- 
nicated. 

The  concurrence  of  the  senate  in  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  claims  unfa 
vorable  to  the  motion  of  mr.  Leake,  re- 
considered, and  the  report  was  then,  on 
motion  of  mr.  Eaton , re-committed  to 
the  committee  of  Claims. 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  claims 
unfavorable  to  the  petition  of  Corneli- 
us Schoonmaker,  was  taken  up  and  a- 
greed  to. 

The  senate  then  resumed  the  consid 
eration  of  the  Missouri  Question. 

Mr.  Barbour,  of  Virginia,  rose  and 
addressed  the  Senate  more  than  three 
hours,  against  the  proposed  Restriction; 
but,  before  concluding  his  speech,  inti- 
mated a desire  to  be  allowed  to  defer 
the  remainder  of  his  remarks  to  to-mor- 
row ; and  the  subject  was  accordingly 
postponed. 

The  senate  then  went  into  the  consid- 
eration of  Executive  business. 

FEBRUARY  1. 

Mr.  Otis  submitted  the  following  res- 
olutions for  consideration : 

Resolved,  Thai  the  committee  of  Fi- 
nance be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the 

expediency  of  reviving,  for years, 

the  law  making  foreign  gold  coins  a 
tender. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on 
Finance  be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  providing  bv  law  for  the 
payment  of  the  Mississippi  Stock  by  the 
issue  of  r easmy  Notes,  bearing  inter- 
est at  — — per  cent,  per  ann.  and  ie- 
deemable  at  the  pleasure  of  Govern- 
ment, to  such  of  the  proprietors  thereof 
as  may  elect  to  receive  payment  in  thi 
tvay. 

The  resolutions  offered  yesterday  by 
mr.  Walker,  of  Geo.  and  mr.  Johnson, 
of  Lou.  respectively,  were  severally 
considered  and  agreed  to. 

1 he  senat  th.-n  resumed  the  consid- 
eration tf  the  Missouri  Qu  stion. 

Mr.  Barbour , of  Va.  concluded  the 
speech  which  he  commenced  y esterday, 
against  the  Restriction. 

Mr.  Roicrfa  of  Penn,  followed,  in  sup- 
port of  the  Restriction,  and  in  reply  to 
the  gentlemen  who  h id  opposed  it. 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Kentucky,  succeed- 
ed, and  closed  the  debate,  in  a speech  of 
some  length  against  the  Restriction. 

No  other  gentleman  rising  to  speak, 
the  question  was  then  taken  on  the  Res- 
trictive amendment  offered  by  mr.  Ro- 
berts, which  is  in  the  following  words  : 
'<  Provided  also,  that  the  further  intro- 
duction into  the  said  state  of  persons  to 
bt  held  in  slav  ry  or  involuntary  servi- 
tude within  the  same,  shall  be  absolute- 
ly and  irrevocably  prohibited  and  de- 
cided in  the  negative,  by  yeas  and  nays, 
as  follow’s : 

\F.As — Messrs  Burri!l  Dana,  Dickerson, 
King  ofN.  V Lowrie,  Mellen,  Morril,  Noble, 
Otis,  Roberts.  Kuggles,  Sanford,  Taylor,  Tich- 
enor,  Trimble,  Wilson — 16.

MAINE  AND  MISSOURI  BILLS. 

Mr.  Burrill,  of  Rhode  Island,  mov- 
ed to  amend  the  5th  section  of  the  a- 
mendinent  respecting  Missouri,  where- 
in it  is  provided,  that  the  constitution, 
whenever  formed,  “ shall  be  republi- 
can, and  not  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion rf  the  Unithd  States,”  by  adding  to 

this  provision  the  following  clause  : 

“ nor  to  the  three  frst  articles  of  Com- 
pact in  the  ordinance  <f  the  1 1th  f Ju- 
ly, 1787.  between  the  original  states  and 
the  people  and  states  of  the  territoru 
north-west  of  the  river  Ohio." 

FEBRUARY  3. 

Mr.  Ruggles,  of  Ohio,  laid  before  the 
senate  sundry  resolutions  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  Ohio,  requesting  the  senators 
and  representatives  in  congress  from 
that  state  to  oppose  the  admission  of  sla- 
very into  any  of  the  territories  of  the 
United  States,  or  into  any  new  state 
Which  shall  be  hereafter  admitted  into 
Hie  Union  ; which  resolutions  were  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  pen- 
sions against  the  petition  ot  Benjamin 
Mortimer,  was  taken  up  and  agreed  to. 
MAINE  & MISSOURI.

Mr.  Thomas,  of  Illinois,  subiriiltct 
the  following  additional  section,  as  ar 
'amendment  to  the  Missouri  bill,  (which- 
it  will  be  recolle  ted,  is  proposed,  b> 
a report  of  the  judiciary  committee,  b 
incorporate  with  the  Maine  bill,)  viz. 

“ -1yd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in 
all  that  tract  of  country  ceded  by  France 
to  the  United  States,  under  the  name 
of  Louisiana,  which  lies  north  of  thirty 
six  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  norti. 
latitude,  excepting  only  such  part  there 
of,  as  is  included  within  the  limits  of 
the  state  contemplated  by  this  act, 
there  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  invo- 
luntary servitude  otherwise  than  in  the 
punishment  of  crimes  whereof  the  par- 
ty shall  have  been  duly  convicted.  Pro- 
vided, always,  That  any  person  escap- 
ing into  the  same,  from  whom  labor  or 
service  is  lawfully  claimed  in  any  state 
or  territory  of  the  United  States,  such 
fugitive  may  be  lawfully  reclaimed,  and 
conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his  ot 
her  labor  or  service  as  aforesaid.” 

The  amendment  having  been  read, 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas,  post- 
poned to  Monday  next. 

The  senate  next  took  up  the  bill  to 
remit  the  duties  on  a statue  of  General 
W shington,  executed  in  Italy,  by  the 
Marquis  de  Canova,  for  the  state  of 
North  Carolina  ; and  the  bill  was  order 
ed  to  be  engrossed  and  read  the  third 
time  ; and  then 

The  senate  adjourned  to  Monday. 

HOUSE  OFREPRESENTATIVFS. 

January  2 1 . 

The  Speaker  communicated  to  the 
House  a letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  transmitting,  in  obedience  to  a 
resolution  of  this  House,  a statement 
of  the  public  expenditures  on  the  mili- 
tary academy  at  West  Point,  the  num- 
ber and  names  of  the  cadets  educated 
there  from  each  state,  See.  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  sums  necessary  for  the  sup 
port  of  the  institution  for  the  next  three 
years. 

Mr.  Sergeant,  from  the  committee  on 
the  Judiciary,  reported  a bill  to  repeal 
the  “ act  to  lessen  the  compensation  o( 
marshalls,  clerks,  and  attorneys,  in  the 
cases  therein  mentioned,”  passed  Apri| 
18,1314. 

Mr.  Sergeant,  frem  the  same  com 
mittee,  reported  a joint  resolution,  au- 
thorizing astronomical  observations  to 
determine  the  lorgitudc  of  the  Capitol, 
from  Greenwicb-ot  some  other  Europe- 
an observatory. 

The  said  bill  and  resolution  were  sev- 
erally twice  read  and  committed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Siisber , it  was 
'Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  requested  to  lay  LuOi'c 
this  House  an  account  of  the  annual  re- 
ceipts of  Hospital  rr.oney,  under  the 
acts  of  July  16th,  1793,  and  March  2d, 
i 799,  up  to  the  25th  February,  !8ll  ; 
and  from  that  period  an  account  of  the 
annual  receipts,  under  the  first  mention- 
ed act,  to  the  30th  Sept.  1812,  distin- 
guishing the  districts  within  which  col- 
lected ; also  an  account  of  the  annual 
expenditures  of  said  Hospital  money, 
the  districts  within  which  expended,  the 
Hospitals  erected,  the  places  where,  the 
regulations  under  which  expenditures 
are  made,  the  present  state  of  the  Ma- 
rine Hospital  fund,  and  how  invested. 

R<  solved.  That  the  Commissioners  ol 
Navy  Hospitals  be  directed  to  lay  before 
this  House  an  account  ol  the  annual  re- 
ceipts of  Hospital  money,  under  the  act 
of  March  2d,  1799,  from  the  26th  Fe- 
bruary, 1811,  to  September  30th,  1819, 
together  with  an  account  of  the  annual 
expenditures  of  the  same,  the  distiicts 
within  which  expended,  the  hospitals  e- 
rected,  the  places  where,  the  present 
state  of  the  Navy  Hospital  Fund,  and 
how  invested. 

AMENDMENT  OF  THE  CONSTITU- 
TION. 

Mr.  Baldwin,  of  Penn,  offered  the 
following  -resolution,  which  was  twice 
eadand  committed  to  a committee  of 
the  whole  House. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  Stales  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled , two 
thirds  of  both  houses  concurring.  That 
the  following  amendment  to.  the  consti- 
tution ol  the  United  States  be  proposed 
to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  states; 
which,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures 
of  three  fourths  of  the  states,  shall  be 
to  all  intents  valid  and  purposes,  as  part 
ol  the  said  constitution: — . 

That  Congress  shall  make  no  law  to 
erect  or  incorporate  any  bank,  or  other 
monied  institution,  except  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  every  hank, 
or  other  monied  institution,  which  shall 
be  established  by  the  authority  of  Con 
gress,  .shall,  together  with  its  branches, 
and  oflices  of  discount  and  deposite,  be 
confined  to  the.

the  many,  are  tyrannical  in  their  nature, 
and  adverse  to  the  primit  ve.  rights  of 
the  people,  and  therefore  repeatable  by 
the  supreme  authority:  To  say  that  a 
sale  of  the  primitive  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple, by  the  legislature,  is  to  be  perpetu- 
jal  and  unalterable,  because  there  is  a 
contract  in  the  case,  is  to  declare  that 
i error  and  abuse  of  power  may  conse- 
j crate  themselves.  Fraud  vitiates  ail 
! contracts  : To  effect  the  intention  of  the 
'parlies  is  the  object  of  all  laws  regard- 
j ing  contracts  : That  a privilege  granted, 
i shall  be  used  for  the  destruction,  or  tv  p 
to  tiie  disadvantage,  of  those  who  grant- 
led,  never  could  be  the  intention  of  the 
! parties.  All  legislative  power  is  deri- 
vative; proceeds  from  the  people,  ai  d 
is  to  be  used  for  the i ’ prosperity  and 
happiness  only  ; consequently,  all  laws 
of  a contrary  tendency,  violate  the  inten-

MISSOURI  AND  MAINE. 

<» 

Our  readers,  by  refering  to  the  congress- 
ional head,  will  see  the  vote  in  the  seuate  of 
the  United  States,  on  the  question  of  restric- 
tion, which  has  been  so  long  and  so  warmly 
agitated  throughout  the  nation.  The  sweep- 
ing majority  in  that  body  against  the  attempt 
to  trammel  Missouri,  must  convince  tl 
friends  of  the  measure  that  they  cannot  suc- 
ceed, and  magnanimity,  if  nothing  else, should 
induce  them  to  yield  their  opposition.  The 
National  Intelligencer  has  commenced  pub- 
lishing the  speeches  delivered  on  the  occa- 
sion. They  are  so  lengthy  and  voluminous  as 
to  preclude  them  from  insertion  in  our  col- 
umns. We  contemplate  giving  extracts  oc- 
casionally. Mr.  Fisckxet,  of  Mary  land  and 
Mr.  Barbour,  of  Virginia  have  been  the  most 
distinguished  orators.  Col.  K.  M.  Johnson,  of 
this  state,  closed  the  debate. 

It  seems  to  be  still  uncertain  how  the  sub- 
ject will  be  disposed  of  in  the  house  of  Rep- 
resentatives. We  discover  one  favorable 
symptom  for  Missouri  in  our  last  dates.  At 
the  early  part  of  the  session,  Mr.  Holmes, 
from  that  part  of  Massachusetts  which  will  be 
comprehended  in  the  new  state  of  Maine, 
avowed  his  intention  of  supporting  the  restric- 
tion of  slavery  west  of  the  Mississippi,  if  by 
doing  so  he  should  even  fail  to  get  Maine  in- 
corporated into  the  Union.  But  on  the  27th 
of  January  we  find  this  gentleman  occupy  ing 
the  floor  in  opposition  to  the  restrictive  pro- 
vision. If  his  colleagues  pursue  the  same 
course,  Missouri  will  unquestionably  be  ad- 
mitted this  winter  on  a footing  with  the  ori- 
ginal states. 

By  adverting  to  the  subjoined  list,  it  will  be 
Seen  that  William  T.  Binnv,  Esq.  long 
known  for  his  public  services,  sterling  repub- 
lican principles,  and  superior  talents,  is  a can- 
didate for  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor.

MILITARY  PTXISH  MF.NT. 

Col.  King,  of  the  United  States  army,  has 
been  suspended,  by  a general  court  martial, 
from  his  pay  and  command  for  five  years.  It 
is  not  yet  known  whether  the  president  of  the 
United  States  will  confirm  the  sentence  of  the 
court.  The  charges  exhibited  against  this 
officer,  if  true,  were  of  a character  that  de- 
manded the  severest  punishment.  The  pro 
minent  one  was  the  order  he  issued  to  shoot 
al>  deserters  who  might  be  found  in  Florida, 
‘without  even  the  form  of  a trial.  Of  this  he 
Was  found  guilt)'. 

On  Monday  evening  last  the  Kentucky  Le-* 1 
gislature  adjourned  sine  die.  Hide  endent  of 
the  two  acts  pdblishcd  in  this  day’s  Gazette, 
several  important  measures  were  adopted  — 
Among  the  most  prominent  of  these  may  be 
reckoned  the  law  placing  deeds  of  trust  upon 
the  same  footing  of  mortgages  ; the  extension 
of  the  prison  bounds  to  the  limits  of  the  res- 
pective towns — the  reduction  of  damages  on 
protested  bills  of  exchange — the  final  adjust- 
ment of  the  boundary  line  between  th's  state 
and  Tennessee — and  the  endowment  of  the 
medical  department  of  our  University. 

Washington's  Birth  Day. 

On  Tuesday  next  the  2?d  inst.  an  Oration 
will  be  pronounced  in  the  Chapel  of  the  I ni- 
rersity,  at  11  o’clock,  by  Charlis  S.  More- 
mar,  in  honor  of  the  Birth  Dat  of  George 
Washington. 

And  at  the  same  place,  Joseph  C Brecrtn- 
riiigf.,  F.sq.  will  deliver  a Discourse  adapted  to 
illustrate  the  connection  of  the  occasion  with 
the  interests  of  learning  and  of  the  University. 

JonN  Rowan,  Esq.  has  resigned  the  office 
of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  Beni. 
Mills,  Esq.  is  appointed  his  successor. 

Samuel  M’Kee,  Esq. has  resigned  the  office 
of  Circuit  Judge,  and  Heart  Davidge,  Esq.  is 
appointed  to  succeed  him. 

The  Pennsylvania  Legislature  has  set  an  ex- 
ample to  her  sister  states  in  abolishing  entire- 
ly the  Barbarian  practice  of  imprisoning  for 
debt.  Laws  to  incarcerate  unfortunate  debt  j 
ors  are  unbecoming  a free  and  magnanimous 
people. 

We  are  not  enabled  to  cull  from  the  last  eas- 
tern  mails  any  interesting  items  of  foreign  | 
news.  Letters  have  been  received  from  Gib- ; 
raltar  as  late  as  the  25lh  November.  There  j 
have  been  some  changes  in  the  ministry  at 
Madrid.  Lozanno  Torres,  the  minister  ofl 
Grate  and  Justice,  lias  been  dismissed,  and  it 
is  thought  will  be  sent  into  banishment  This 
step,  according  to  conjecture,  was  prompted 
by  the  Duke  of  San  Fernando,  because  of  Lo- 
zanno’s  great  exertions  to  procure  the  Duke  to 
be  sect  out  to  this  country  as  the  successor  of 
Lon  Unis.  The  Marquis  of  Mota  Florida  suc- 
ceeds Torres;  and  Gen.  Veves  will  come  to 
the  United  States  as  the  representative  of  his 
Royal  Master.  His  movements,  Lawever,  are 


very  slow.  OntS  is  certainly  under  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  King,  though  not  yet  oflnial- 
lv  disgraced.  One  of  the  letters  mention  that 
an  overture  has  been  made  “ by  the  Portu- 
guese government  to  the  King  of  Spain,  that 
if  he  will  establish  his  brother  Charles  in  Bu- 
enos Ayres,  to  form  an  adequate  government,, 
they  will  not  only  renounce  their  claims  to 
Olevenza  and  the  SI, 400, 000  due  them,  but 
will  assist  with  all  their  forces  towards  Ins  es- 
tablishment.”— The  fate  of  the  proposition  is 
not  yet  known.

1 he  efforts  for  relief  have  resulted  in 
a replevy  for  twelve  months  : if  the  par- 
ty cannot  replevy,  the  estate  tinder  ex- 
ecution to  b"  sold  on  a credit  of  twelve 
months.  In  the  detail  of  the  bill  many 
important  regulations  will  be  found  cal- 
culated to  save  costs.  Another  meas- 
ure putting  deeds  of  trust  on  the  foot- 
ing of  mortgages  it  is  believed  will  be 
found  an  efficient  measure  of  relief,  as 
much  valuable  property, und  r deeds  of 
trust,  would  have  been  sacrificed  by 
forced  sales  for  cash.  A bill  to  issue  a 
million  of  script  on  the  faith  oftnc  lands 
west  of  Tennessee  river,  is  now  in 
progress  in  the  senate ; it  is  doubtli  * 
whether  it  will  pass,  and  somewhat  pro- 
blematical whether  it  will  answer  the 
purposes  contemplated  by  its  friends. — 
It  will  do  no  harm  to  make  the  experi- 
ment. The  session  is  near  its  close.  It 
has  been  an  important  one.  Subjects 
have  been  acted  on  of  the  first  moment, 
f tom  their  nature  it  was  often  necessa- 
ry to  discuss  first  principles,  and  to  en- 
ter on  the  wide  field  of  debate.  This 
afforded  an  opportunity  for  gentlemen 
of  both  houses  to  display  their  powers/ 
It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  some  of  the 
most  able  and  eloquent  speeches  are! 
lost  to  the  public  for  the  want  of  a ste-' 
nograpber.  They  wil  be  recollected  by 
the  auditors,  and  will  tend  to  elevate 
the  character  of  those  w ho  have  distin- 
guished themselves;  but  not  in  a de- 
gree equal  to  their  merit.  Cot  few  will 
undertake  to  write  their  speeches — in- 
deed the  ablest  arguments  and  finest  spe- 
cimens of  eloquence,  were  provoked  in 
debate,  and  delivered  under  the  opera- 
tion of  that  powerful  infiuence,  that  are 
calculated  to  call  forth  the  exertions  of 
genius;  and  which  the  speaker  himself, 
when  the  excitement  is  over,  would  be 
unequal  to.  A good  stenographer  would 
be  a great  acquisition  at  Frankfort. — 
Those  gentlemen  that  have  occasional- 
ly attempted  a sketch  of  the  debates,! 
l ave  not  leisure  to  do  that  justice  they! 
are  capable  of.  It  requires  a peculiar 
fitness  of  mind,  great  experience  and 
devotion  to  the  employment,  lo  succoed 
in  it.

Sir — In  obedience  to  a resolution  of 
the  house,  of  representatives,  of  the  4th 
instant,  directing  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  “ to  inform  the  house  what  re- 
duction, in  his  opinion,  it  will  make  in 
the  revenue,  if  the  importation  of  cot- 
ton and  woolen  manufactures,  nd  iron, 
be  prohibited,  and  in  what  manner  the 
revenue  may  be  supplied,  should  the 
prohibition  be  made,”  I have  the  honor 
to  submit  statements  of  tie  amount  of! 
revenue  which  accrued  from  those  arti  ! 
rles,  from  the  year  1815  to  1813, inclu- i 
site!  . 

The  very  great  difference  in  the  a-j 
mount  of  revenue  which  accrued  during! 
those  years,  renders  it  difficult  to  de-| 
lerminc  what  the  reduction  would  be, 
should  the  prohibition  he  enforced.  It 
is  probable  that  the  deficiency,  for  a 
number  of  successive  years,  would  a-j 
mount  to  the  average  sum  of  six  millions 
of  dollars. 

If  an  increase  of  the  rate  of  duty 
would  necessarily  augment  the  revenue 
in  the  same  proportion,  the  deficiency 
might  be  readily  supplied.  But  reason 
and  experience  forbid  the  expectation  ot 
suclt  a r--su!t.  The  importation  of  for- 
eign merchandize  is  regulated  by  tin 
capacity  of  the  imp>  rting  country  to 
pay  an  equivalent  for  them.  Any  in 
crease  of  duty  diminishes  this  capacity 
Wi  en  cariiedtoan  extreme,  it  amomr 
to  prohibition.  But  the  revenue  will 
f oqucntly  be  diminished  by  an  increas 

ol  duty,  when  the  consumption  of  tin 
article  is  not  diminished.  Whenevei 
the  duty  is  raised  so  high  as  to  equal  tin 
risk  incurred  by  an  attempt  to  introduce 
dubtiablc  articles  i li  R'y,  smuggling, 
upon  an  extensive  and  systematic  piai 
comnj nces.  In  that  case,  not  only  their 
consumption,  but  the  capacity  to  pay 
for  them,  may  be  increased,  whilst  th 
revenue  might  be  diminished. 

Considering  the  fi'rilUies  wiiic.i 
the  extent  of  our  coasts  and  fronti  rt, 
and  the  numerous  barb-  u s,  hays,  in- 
lets,  and  live.®  by  which  they  are  in 
dented,  furrisn  for  the  illicit  introdm 
tion  of  foreign  merchandise)  the  settled 


policy  cf  the  government  Inis  been  to 
diminish,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  temp- 
tation which  high  duties  would  fori. is1, 
to  take  advantage  of  these  facilities. — 
Should  the  existing  duties  be  considera- 
bly raised,  there  isjust  ground  to  appre- 
hend that  the  revenue  would  be  re- 
duced, rather  than  augmented,  by  the 
change.  Indeed,  there  is  just  reason  to 
belie  ve,  that,  with  the  present  rate  of 
1 uiy,  the  practice  of  smuggling  is  grad- 
ually increasing.  Any  attempt  to  raise 
toe  deficiency  which  will  be  p oduccd 
by  the  prohibition  under  consideration, 
by  an  increase  of  duty  upon  the  articles 
which  will  still  be  imported,  will  great- 
ly increase  the  expense  of  collection,  by 
the  necessity  which  it  would  ertate  t 
employ  a gi  eater  number  of  officers  of 
the  customs,  to  guard  against  smuggling 
and  evetually  fail  to  augment  the  reve 
line  to  the  required  extent.  The  prin 
cipal  reliance  for  supplying  the  deficien- 
cy which  would  be  produced  by  the  a 
doption  of  the  measure  contemplated  by 
the  resolution,  must,  it  appears  to  me, 
he  placed  in  a system  of  internal  duties 
or  direct  tax. 

In  aid  of  either  of  these  modes  of  aug- 
menting the  revenue,  a small  addition 
might  be  made  upon  the  rate  of  duty 
now  paid  upon  linens,  manufactures  of 
hemp,  stuff  goods,  coffee,  brown  sugar, 
teas,  wines,  molasses,  spices,  and  alio 
thcr  articles.  If  a system  of  internal 
duties  should  be  deemed  at  this  time 
adviseable,  an  entire  prohibition  of  ar 
dent  spirits  might  be  adopted,  without 
material  injury  to  the  revenue,  and  w ith 
manifest  advantage  to  the  agricultura 
interest.  In  that  event,  the  revenue 
which  has  been  hereto'  e received  from 
the  duties  imposed  upon  foreign  spirits 
might  be  collected  from  domestic  spi- 
rits.

BULLETIN  OF  TIIE  RATTLE  OF  DOYACA. 

At  break  of  day  yesterday,  informa- 
tion was  given  by  our  advanced  guards,! 
that  the  enemy  were  marching  towards! 
us  by  the  road  of  Samara.  The  army] 
was  immediately  got  under  arms  ; and,! 
after  finding  tl  at  his  intention  was  to! 
pass  over  the  hi  idge  of  Bovaca,  in  order 
to  open  a direct  communication,  and! 
place  himselfin  contact  with  the  capital, 
we  marched  by  the"  principal  road  to 
prevent  them,  or  force  them  to  fight. 

At  two  o’clock,  P.  M.  the  first  divi- 
sion of  tiie  enemy  were  reaching  the 
bridge,  when  our  cavalry  were  presented  j 
to  their  view.  The  enemy  who  had  not[ 
yet  been  able  to  ascertain  our  force,  and! 
who  thought  that  those  who  opposed  him 
were  but  a reconnoit-ring  patty,  attack- 
ed us  with  their  casadoresfm  order  to  put 
us  out  of  the  way  of  the  road,  that  their 
army  might  pursue  their  movement. 
Our  division  hastened  their  march  ; and, 
to  the  great  surprise  of  the  enemy,  ail 
our  infantry  obtained  an  elevated  posi- 
tion— far  better  than  that  of  the  enemy. 
The  enemy’s  vanguard  had  ascended 
part  of  the  road,  pursuing  our  rccon- 
noitering,  party,  while  the  rest  of  their 
army  were  about  two-thirds  of  a mile 
further  down,  which  appeared  to  consist 
of  about  3000  men. 

1 lie  bat  ta  1 linn  of  ensadores  of  our  van- 
guards, separ  t-d  one  o!  the  enemy’s 
companies,  in  a skirmish  ; and,  with  the 
remainder,  in  a column,  wc  attacked  the 
: lie n tv’s  casadores.  and  obliged  them  to 

tr  t to  a thicket  from  which  thev 
were  soon  afterwards  dislodged.  The 
enemy  passed  the  bridge,  and  took  a 
position  on  the  other  side — meanwhile 
ali  our  infantry  were  descending,  and 
the  cavalry  were  mardhing  down  the 

■•oad. 

I he  enemy  attempted  a movement 
from  the  right,  which  our  English  com- 
pany, and  that  of  rifles,  opposed.  The 
battalion,  first  ot  Barcelona,  and  Bravo 
de  Peax,  with  the  squadron  of  cavalry, 
marched  in  the  centre.  The  battalion 
ol  Linca  de  Neuva  Greneda,  and  the 
Gueas  of  our  rear,  united  the  battaiioi 
o!  Casadores,  and  formed  on  our  left. 
The  column  de  Turesa,  and  the  column 
tie  Socorro  remained  reserved. 

The  battle  now  commenced  on  even- 
point  of  our  lines.  Gen.  Anzutcgin  di 
reeled  tiie  centr  ; and  on  the  right  he  at- 
tacked a company  which  had  separated] 
froi.i  the  body  of  the  enemy’s  force,  and1 
obliged  them  to  retreat.  T lie-enemy  had] 
formed  a column  on  an  elevated  posi- 
tion, with  three  piecesof  artillery  in  the) 
centre,  and  a division  of  cavalry  in  thgir 
ii  .,ht  and  left — in  this  position  they  w ait-] 
cd  for  our  approach.  The  troops  of  our; 
centre  regardless  cf  the  fire  which  came] 
fi  om  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy,  attack-j 
ed  tlvir  principal  force.  The  enemy 
made  a terrible  fire,  but  our  troops,  w ith1 
the  most  prompt  movements,  and  t xecu-| 
ted  with  most  strict  discipline,  involved 
ail  tiie  body  of  the  enemy’s  force.  The] 
battalion  of  Uara  Ambo,  pressed  for-' 
ward  with  their  usual  valor,  and  from 
that  moment  all  tiie  t fforts  of  the  Span- 
ish general  proved  ineffectual.  The  enc- 1 
my  lost  their  position.  A company  of 
mounted  Spanish  grenadiers,  was  the 
first  who  coivardiy  left  the  field  of  bat- 
tle. Their  infantry  endeavored  to  re-as- 
s'lme  another  position,  but  that  project 
was  instantly  destroyed.  A company  of 
cavalry,  which  had  been  reserved  in 
their  rear,  was  now  waitingohr  approach, 
but  these  wc  soon  destroyed  with  our 
cavalry,  with  their  lances;  and  in  fact, 
the  whole  of  their  force  was  now  in  com- 
plete disorder,  and  surrounded  on  every 
side  1-y  us ; and  having  a great  slaughter, 
they  now  gave  up  their  arms  and  them- 
selves prisoners.  At  the  same  time,  ge- 
neral Santander,  who  directed  the  opera- 
tions on  the  leit,  and  who  had  found  a 
strong  .resistance  on  the  enemy’s  van- 
guard, which  he  only  had  opposed  with 
the  company  of  casadores,  charged  with 
t .e  battalion  of  Eemor,  and  that  ol 
Guiasof  the  rear,  he  crossed  the  bridge 
and  finished  the  victory. 

AH  their  forces  were  now  in  onr  pow- 
er. General  Barreyso  commanding  gen- 
• ral  of  the  army  of  New  Grenada,  was 
taken  on  the  field  by  a private  named 
Pedro  Martinez,  of  the  company  of  ri- 
firs.  Col.  Xemenez,  second  in  command, 
was  also  taken  prisoner.  Nearly  all  their 
officers,  and  upwards  of  sixteen  hundred 
privates  ; all  their  ammunition,  artillery, 
cavalry,  fee.  were  taken.  There  scarcely- 
escaped  men — among  them  ^re  some 

chiefs  and  officers  of  artillery,  who  fled 
before  the  action  was  ended. 

Gen.  Santander,  with  the  vanguard, 

nd  the  company,  Guias  of  the  rear  pro- 
ceeded from  the  field  in  pursuit  of 
i hose  who  had  fled  and  arrived  here;  and 
Hen.  Auzuatcgin,  with  the  rc maindcr  of 
toe  army,  remained  on  the  field. 

'The  advantages  this  republic  has  ob- 
tained. by  the  glorious  victory  gained 
y sterday,  are  incalculable.  Ourtroops 

ad  never  before  triumphed  in  a more 

erisive  manner  ; and  but  very  few  times 
had  fought  against  troops  so  well  disci- 
plined, and,  so  well  commanded. 


Nothing  equals  the  intrepid  manner  in 
which  Gen.  Auzuatigen,  at  the  head  of 
two  battalions,  and  one  squadron  of  ca- 
valry, attacked  and  conquered  the  prin- 
cipal force  of  the  enemy — to  him  wi 
owe,  in  a great  measure,  the  victory. — 
Gen.  Santander  directed  bis  movements 
with  dexterity  and  firmness,  The  bat- 
talion Bravo  de  Pacz,  and  firstof  Barce- 
lona, and  the  cavalry  ofUdara  Arrita, 
lougbt  with  admirable  valor. 

The  column  de  Turesa  and  that  of  So- 
corro, joined  our  right,  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  battle.  In  fine,  his  excellency  is 
highly  sati  fied  with  the  conduct  of  a’l 
the  comma  ing  officers  and  private 
soldiers  of  he  army  in  this  memorable 
action. 

Our  loss  is  12  dead,  and  53  wounded  ; 
among  the  first  ate  the  lieutenant  of  ca- 
vairy,  N.  Periz,  and  the  rev.  P.  F.  Mi- 
guel Dias  ; and  among  the  latter  are  Ma- 
jor Scorft,  Jos.  Rasau  de  las  Ileras,  capt 
Johnson,  and  lit.  ut.  Rivero.
